Seoul looks to East Europe

SEOUL (Reuter). — 
QOUTH Korea may bend its 
“rigidly anti-Communist policy and 
turn its eyes towards Eastern Eu- 
rope in an attempt to widen dip- 
lomatic and economic horizons. 

Officiais in Seoul bave earmark~ 
ed Yugoslavia and Poland as the 
first Communist countries likely to 
have trade tes with South Korea, 
whose $1,000m. worth of exports 
last year went mainly to the U.S. 
and Japan. 

To sustain ita rapid export in- 
creases — about 40 per cent en- 
nually over the last few years — 
South Korea needs new markets 
and so hopes to improve relations 
with both friendly Communist coun- 
tries and the Afro-Asian nations. 

Foreign Minister Kyu-Heh Chol 
outlined the plan first at the U.N. 
last November. 

It is vital to South Korea that 
the U.N. should continue to main- 
tain a political and military pre- 
sence in the country, particular- 
jy as the U.S. fs by June with- 
drawing 20,000 troops — about one- 
third of its forces — stationed here. 

In the U.N.'s annual debates on 
Korea, the Communist bloc spon- 
sored resolutions calling for the

TWENTY γι years ago asmalli group 

of Israelis — there were less 
than ten — thinking, in a 
primitive way, along lines that were 
well ahead of the times and actual- 
ly ran counter te the philosophy 
of that day. 

At the moment it is very mo- 
dern — though less so in Israel 
than in more developed countries 
τ to worry about “the quality of 
the environment." Two decades ago 
here the emphasis was still very 
much on “man’s conquest of the 
land;" the notion of | “another 
dunam, another goat,” was giving 
way to “another factory, another 


road and shikum.” Nevertheless, δ᾽ 


few peculiar individuals were al- 
ready then worrying about the ne- 
cesgity of preserving the country’s 
natural beauties in the face of in- 
dustrialization. Emphasis was, of 
course, on flowers and wild animals 
and nooks and crannies of the wil- 
derness. Nobody dreamed that the 
very quality of our air and water 
would one day come into question. 


Informal 


By 1958 the few friends de- 
Cided to form a public group 
which met informally and occa- 
sionally wrote reports. The original 
members included scientists, teach- 
ers, and students, among them the 
botanist Professor A. Galil and the 
zoologist Professor Mendelsohn, 
Dvora Netzer-Serenl, Dr. A Barash, 
Yaakov Hoofien, and two young 
students, Amotz Zahavi and Azaria 
Alon. The next year they turned 
to a larger circle of friends, 
mostly teachers and kibbutz mem- 
bers. They found a strong response 
and the feeling that many people 
were interested in the problem. The 
embryonic Tel Aviv University pro- 
vided ἃ corner for an office. Le- 
gislative beginnings came next with 
contacts at the Knesset and the

An off-beat personality is one of 
the requirements for the Field Study 
Centre staff. In addition to exten- 
sive knowledge of the land, the 
ability to communicate this know- 
ledge, and to work with young peo- 
ple, since youth groups make up a 
large part of Field Study Centre 
visitors, these instructors must en- 
joy an Isolated existence. Three 
young women are among the in- 
structors; most of them are mar- 
ried, and live year round with their 
families at what are relatively re- 
mote spots. 


Less isolation 


Though not as isolated as they 
once were. “In 1961, a young couple 
ed to go live on “Mount Meron 
with absolutely no facilities, just a 
couple of dogs,” recalled Azaria 
Alon, “They are still there, now 
with three children.” And the Field 
School building at Mount Meron, 
Modern and comfortable, is one of 
the prides of the network.

Schubert said that he believes that 
today Austria is doing no less than 
other countries in eradicating pub- 
ie anti-Semitism and that Chris- 
tian-Jewish relations are as good as 


‘ are to be found anywhere. As an 


example he cited the decision of 
the Austrian Synod of church lead- 
ers last October to issue a statement 
urging Catholics to do all they can 
to fight anti-Semttism. This motion 
was passed by a vote of 244 in 
favour and only two abstentions, 
without any objectors, he noted. 


Interest in Israel 


“In Austria today you only have 
some remnants of anti-Semitism, 
among the older population, while 
the youth are actually most inte- 
rested in Israel and show no signs 
of this manifestution. The real dan- 
ger in my opinion is not the lin- 
gering anti-Semitism of the older 
generation, but the virulently anti- 
Israel stance of the New Left and 
their equation of Israel with Nazism 
plus their lumping of her actions 
together with those of the Amer- 
leans in Vietnam," he stresses. 


“This is the new enemy, ‘and it is 
this enemy which we must fight. 
I think that the influence of the 
New Left is on the wane in Austria. 
In the student elections of three 
weeks ago they didn’t get many vote 
and outside the universities in Aus- 
tria thelr philosophy has little 
chance of spreading. However, we 
must tell them that what the Arabs 
are doing and claiming is similar 
to the nationalist terminology of 
the ‘Nazis. We must counter their 
propaganda because I fear them 
re more that the old anti-Sem- 
ites."” 


One of Dr. Schubert's proudest 
achievements is that his pupils are 
themselves today heading Institutes 
for Judaism in other places. Out of 
the three such institutes in German 
universities, one of them is headed 

by a graduate of his, and a new 

institute being set up in 2 Swiss 
university will also be headed by a 
Vienna graduate. One Korean priest 
who studied under him, and who is 
‘presently in Isrzel, plans to set up an 
institute for Judaism in Seoul when 
he returns home. These are fine 
achievements for the student who 
was shocked by the Nazis’ treatment 
of the Jews into becoming one of 
Europe's foremost Catholic profes- 
sors of Jewish religion and culture.

English speakers fail in 
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LUSH GARDENS 
FOUND IN SINAI 


Jernszsiem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — 
AN Israeli team aided by Beduin 
guides, nas located 45 lush gar- 
dena with fruit trees, vineyards and 
vegetable piots in the heart of the 
Sinai desert, ‘Also grown there were 
tobacco plants. The Nature Reserve 
Authority also reported the exis- 
tence of 11 hitherto unknown oases 
in the Sharm e-Sheikh area. 

This emerged in a report issued 
this week" by Mr. Yehudz Ziv, dires- 
tor of the southern Sinai survey of 
the Nature Reserves Authority. The 
Shangri-la type of gardeng in the 


wilderness flourish rear the tradi- 


tional route of the wanderings of 
the children of Israel. 

_ it was discovered in the course of 
the survey that the area around the 
Santa Caterina monastery has a 
number of mountains rising to 2,000 
metres where snow appears every 
winter. The special local geological 
structure created spots where water 
that ran off the mountains aceu- 
mulated and over the vears the 
Beduin had constructed small stone 
pools of water for irrigation pur- 
poses. These gardens in the wilder- 


ness contain date palms, pomegra- 
mate and walnut trees, and trees 
producing guch fruit 24 plums, pears 
peaches and figs. Also there were 
grape vinés and bushes bearing ber- 
ries. In between the trees the Beduin 
grew toWacco, tomatoes and eucum- 
bers. 

As forthe Sharm e-Sheikh region, 
the explorers found oases with ta- 


marisks growing in shady can- 


yons as well as other trees, and 
were pleased to encounter a wide 
range of wild fowl and such wild 
animals as deer, gazelle, panthers 
and wolves.

The first stage was an over- 
abundance of nitrogen and phospho- 
rous, washed into the lake from 
the peat fields In the Hula; from 
sewage from ‘Tiberias and other 
towns and settlements, end from 
fertilizers washed into the water 
by rain.
